THE Pioneer Monument, by Fred- 
erick MacMonnies, which was un- 
veiled in Denver on June 24th, is, as Mr. 
Henry Read has said, something more 
than a representation of scenes and men 
— the embodiment of the spirit of an ideal 
which found realization. The statue by 
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which it is surmounted is a portrait of 
Kit Carson, that intrepid pioneer; the 
groups at the base are allegorical; the 
ornamental details are symbolic. Pro- 
foundly significant it is at the same time 
extremely decorative — a notable work of 
art and a valuable asset to the city.
